thereafter, so long as he shall reside in said city, ex-
empt from poll tax and from serving on juries, and
from military duty, except in case of war, insurrection
or invagion.

All acts or parts of acts inconsistent Repealed,
with the provisions of this act, o far as they relate to
the city of Watertown, are hereby repealed.
